3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The instant independent claim 1 , as set forth is drafted to simultaneously erasing 
multiple sectors for a time U less than a total time T, multiple times in combination with 
other elements. Independent claim 14 teaches this limitation in lines 14-16. Independent 
claim 19 teaches the limitation in lines 23-26. Reference US Pub No 2004/0141031 
teaches erasing pages within a block one by one until the block is erased (Paragraph 
425). This reference alone nor in combination with any other reference, does not 
disclose or provide motivation for erasing multiple sectors for a time U less than a total 
time T, multiple times as disclosed in each of the independent claims.
